TIHv first Methodist preacher tO enter the State of Ken- 
tucky was lu v i*r.u,i :s dark, .'i local preacher from 
Virginia, who settled near vvliere the present citv of 
Banville is now located. Tliis was in the year 1 TH.'l, 
one hundred and twenty live ve rs ago. lie was a spiritual 
mail ami succeeded in organising several societies BOJong 
tUC settlers 

At this tune Kentucky was only a county ol 'Virginia and 
nine \ears before she was admitted to Statehood m 1 T'.'U 

The first official appointments for ministe*i in Kentucky 
were made in 178<>, when James IIuw .and Benjamin Ogden, 

Both young men, were aSSingcd to the two Kentucky cir- 
cuits, Lexington ami Danville. 

Methodism continued to grow with the advancement of 
civilization in the new '•"talcs and as rflriv as 1808 the Wen- 
tern Conference was held at Liberty Hill, Tennessee, and the 

appoint iiu-iit s made at i hat conference coveted Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky, leniicssec and Mississippi 

In IM'i t he Wi stern Conference was divided into three 
conference* "the Ohio to include Ohio and Kentucky districts; 

the Missouri, ami toe Tcnncss e conferences. 

Iti 1820 the Kentucky conference wai created to include 
t he Kentucky, Salt River. Green Uiver aid Cumberland Die* 

nuts, and that part of Virginia Included i« lirsen brier and 
Monroe Districts heretofore belonging to the Baltimore Con. 
(ere nee. 

In May 1844 the separation of the Church was brought 
about in General Conference, and the Kentucky Conference 
held at Bow iug Green in September of that year, was the 
last report in regular Order recorded in the General Minutes 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, until a new Kentucky 

Confe r ence was organised. 

In the Spring of 1808, the fitSl Methodist class was or- 
ganized in Barbourville. and Kev. Wat Ricfgel was the first 
pastor. During the following year a frame church was erect* 

• I on the site now occupied bv the First Methodist Ivpiscopal 

Church, which stood until 1908, when it was removed to 

make room lor the new brick church which adorns our town. 

We have not been aide to obtain an accurate list of the 
pastors in their older since tlieehurcli was established here 
OUt we u'ivt the following list of pastors who have served the 
Methodist '.'hutch here since it was first established in 1 S«».">. 

Mter Rev. Ridgel, Rev. John Godbey served as pastor, 
then Rev |ameeGj , agg, Rev. |. P. Grinstead, Rev. A. S. Rog< 
eis. Rev. W |. Brockwav, Rev. S P. Kellev. Rev 3 P, White* 
man. Rev. L A. Ilelpenny, Rev. L P. Hanks, Rev. S. P. Kel- 
lev. a second time, Rev. VY Q. Bradford, Rev. fj. II. Hill. Rev. 
W (".. Bradford, again, Rev <'. N. |olly. Rev. T. B. St rat ton 
and Rev. |. 1>. Hitchcock, the presenl pastor. 

Rev, Bphriam Cole w >* the first Presiding Elder when tins 
was tirst known as tlie BarbourviHe District. The next Elder 

to succeed Rev. Cole wa> Rev. | I*. (iriustea I, he was sm'- 

cceded bv Rev. B. U She par d , and be bv Rev, s K Ramev, 

he by Rev. W. II. Childers. ami he l>y Rev. S P. Kellev. 

The Ihstrict w is then changed to the Lexington District, 

and Rev. C,. N. lolly, was named as the Presiding Elder. Two 

years later it was changed t.> the Middlesboro District nnd 
Rev. S K. Ramev, was re-appointed as the Presiding Elder. 
He was succeeded by Rev. Joseph' S Mills.*. 

The District was then changer! bach to the Lexington 

District, and Rev. B. B. Hill was appointed as the Presiding 

Elder, He vras succeeded bf Rev< | R. Ho wet in 1008, who 

now holds the position. 

The hrst Conference of the Methodist Church to he held 
with the church at Harbour ville was in the year 1883, before 

ths railroad was built through oar city, and Bishop R S. 
Poster presided over the conf e rence. 

In 181)0 the session of the Kentuehf Conference wai 
again held in Barbourville, conducted by Bishop W 1\ Mal- 
lalieu. 

Again, in 1004, for the third time the conference was held 
in Barbourville, with Bishop H. W. Warren, as tile presiding 
Bishop. 

The ministers were so nicely received and entertained that 
a fondness grew up between themselves ami the citizens of our 
town who extended a Standing invitation to "come again. 
raktOg us at our word they have decided to come again, so 
in this good year ol 1808, we again have the pleafUtC of en- 
tertaining the Kentucky Conference .is the guest ot Barbour* 
ville for the fourth time in twenty-live years. 

The new brick church which now affords the Barbour- 
ville class such a comfortable and commodious place for wor- 
ship erected in 1808, and COSt $8,003, This building became 
a necessity, as Methodism had grown with the town until 
the old church would no longer accommodate the congrega- 
tion that assembled every Sunday for worship, HS it will be 
1 1 ireuibered bv all who are familiar with Bai bourviile, that 
iU iDfMtbf class here was sufficiently strong t,, l, c made a
